Salary Schedule 
OK Withjeachers 

Coaches Do Not Plan

Lower Merion School coaches as 
well as the teachers are satisfied 
with the new .salary schedule an- 
nounced last week by the Lower 
Merion School Board. 

This is the opinion of L. W. 
Perkins, President of the Lower 
Merion Teachers' Association. This 
is also the opinion of Robert Hill, 
Lower Merion teacher, who heads 
the coaches' group, Perkins also 
added. 

A new salary schedule approved 
by a vote of six of the nine school 
directors last week provides for 
increment payments yearly until 
the teachers' salaries are brought 
up to the schedule maximums. 
Toward these maximums each 
teachers will receive an increment 
of S200 next year which for that 
year will mean about a seven per 
cent salary increase. In the same 
schedule increased pay for coach- 
ing was refused and. in addition, 
the School Board threatened to 
withhold increments if a teacher 
refused to accept a coaching as- 
signment. 

After the salary schedule was 
announced the Ardmore Chronicle, 
a newspaper, intimated that the 
coaches were not going to accept 
without protest the new coach-or- 
lose-vour-increment ruling. They 
further intimated that the coaches 
were going to seek legal advice on 
the School Board's dictum. 

Perkins said that as far as he 
knew there had never been any 
! appeal for legal aid. 

"Teachers are going to abide by 
| the ruling of the School Board," 
j said Perkins.

Swartz said he had sent letters 
to all residents of Wynnewood 
and he had received four letters 
objecting to the school and non ;

.numerous phone calls from 
[Wynnewood residents, none in 
flavor of the plan. 

An Opening Wedge 
They said that if this exception 
were granted it would serve as an 
opening wedge for other, less i!e- 
Isirable institutions. such as 
mental and rest homes.

Thomas declared the Burd 
School wouldn't lower the real 
estate value of the homes to be 
built on the other 25 acres of the 
estate.

Wynnewood residents took ex- 
ception to the statements of 
Groff and Thomas.

time he bought his first property 
on Latches Lane. "He went into 
the background of the Barnes 
Foundation, told how it was start- 
ed, how it operated and what it 
has achieved through the years. 
Protests Interruption 

Only once did Dr. Barnes break 
the smooth flow of his narrative. 
That was when Col. G. Brewster 
Rhoads. Prankel's attorney, asked 
him a question. Red-faced and 
obviously annoyed, the witness 
snapped an appeal to the court 
that he be permitted to tell his 
story without interruption. 

Judge Knight gave his consent, 
remarking that it was all right 
since there was no jury. Observ- 
ers interpreted this to mean that 
the court would ignore any irrele- 
vant testimony. 

After Dr. Barnes had relin- 
qquished the stand, his attorney, 
Roland Fleer, of Narberth, asked 
permission to recall him to "ask 
one question". 

Judge Knight granted the re- 
quest with the stipulation that 
"Dr. Barnes limit his answer to 
three minutes." 

Watch in hand, Dr. Barnes re- 
turned to the stand and answered 
the question in two minutes. 

He was asked the value of the 
Barnes Foundation. Though he 
wasn't sure, the Doctor said, he 
had "heard" that its assets and 
endowments were valued at $20 
million. He added that originally 
he invested $6,000,000 and that 
later, when his chemical business 
was sold, he put in another S5,- 
000.000. 

Other Witnesses 

Herbert S. Swann, New York 
City zoning consultant and city 
planner, said he thought the pro- 
posed apartment would have a 
bad effect and would constitute 
"a social and economic toboggan" 
for the community. He visualized 
dozens of "for sale" signs on sur- 
rounding properties if the build- 
ing were erected. 

Francis A. Pitkin, executive di- 
rector of the State Planning 
Board called the locality a "high 
grade neighborhood" and said a 
movement away from the pre.si.nt 
type of construction would be a 
step backward. 

Pitkin also testified that an 
apartment, house in the neighbor- 
hood would have a definite effect 
on the health and safety of other 
residents by causing traffic con- 
gestion and noise that are always 
attendant where there is a con- 
gestion of population. 

The ease was continued by 
Judge Knight until February 28, 
when testimony for the defense 
will be heard.

February 9 is the first date at 
which petitions can be circulated 
for those who plan to become 
candidates in either the Republi- 
can or Democratic primaries on 
May 21. The closing date for the 
circulation of petitions is March 9. 
After the candidates will have 
ten days in which to decide 
whether the? want to slay in the 
race or withdraw. 

At (lie Spring primary Republi- 
cans and Democrats will nominate 
their candidates for governor, 
lieutenant-governor, congressman, 
secretary of internal affairs, state 
senator, s t a t e representatives, 
state committeemen and women 
and county committeemen and 
women. 

In the Montgomery County Re- 
publican Organization circles it 
has been no secret for some time 
that Lloyd H. Wood, county 
chairman, was interested in going 
to the State Senate. It is consid- 
ered a natural for Wood who has 
the background of several terms 
of legislative experience at Har- 
risburg as State representative 
from the Third Legislative District 
of Montgomery County. Wood is 
an attorney with law offices in 
Norristown. Although his candi- 
dacy has not been announced he 
is considered the Organization's 
logical choice for the post. 

This week the independent can- 
didacy of Emerson C. Custis. Erd- 
enheim, Springfield Township, for 
the State Senate vacancy was an- 
nounced. In 1944 Custis was a 
candidate for State representative 
in the County's Third Legislative 
District. Although he lost the 
nomination Custis polled a fair 
independent vote throughout the 
County. 

Custis is a real estate man with 
offices at his home and in Phila- 
delphia. His supporters claim the 
backing of the County's volunteer 
firemen and petitions being cir- 
culated in his behalf have signers 
from tlie Montgomery County 
Firemen's Association, Second 
Alarmers of Montgomery County, 
and the Montgomery County Vol- 
unteer Fire Police. 

Photostatic copies of his peti- 
tions are being presented to the 
Montgomery County Republican 
Committee. 



Lower Merion Township may 
have an opportunity to send an- 
other governor to Harrisburg. 

He is John C. Bell, Jr., Wynne- 
wood, who is among those being 
mentioned for the Republican gu- 
bernatorial nomination in Penn- 
sylvania. At present Bell is the 
State's lieutenant governor. 

If he becomes a candidate he 
will probably wear the colors of 
the liberal wing of the party. His : 
most aggressive backer is William j 
H. Harman, former chairman of , 
the Associated Willkie Clubs of ' 
Pennsylvania. 

But then again, despite his 
avowed liberalism and blasts at the 
Old Guard, Bell may have the 
blessing of some of the old line 
leaders as well. For them it is 
not a question of Bell so much as 
it is good polities'. 

Joseph N. Pew. Jr., multimil- 
lionaire oil man and Republican 
Party contributor, is still on the 
alert for presidential timber. Pew 
and Bell are neighbors and Bell's 
home on Hathaway Lane in 
Wynnewood is less than a mile 
away from Pew's home on Dodd's 
Lane in Ardmore. They are both 
taxpayers of wealthy Lower Mer- 
ion Township; both residents of 
Montgomery, the county that de- 
livers one of the greatest Repub- 
lican majorities in the State. 

If Pew does accept Bell as a gub- 
ernatorial candidate it may mean 
thai, he also .has him in mind as 
presidential material. Regardless 
of how he felt about the early New 
Deal dicta Pew is smart enough to 
recognize that Roosevelt is dead. 
But he also recognizes that many ] 
of the voting appeals of Roosevelt! 
still throb in the breast of the ] 
common man. 

His willingness to spend more 
millions on an attempt to place a j 
man in the White House may rest ; 
on his ability to find a candidate ! 
who reflects all the liberal trends j 
of the times and is stil a staunch I 
Republican at heart. Pew prob- j 
ably knows that it will take such j 
a candidate (o bridge the gap be-; 
tween the Roosevelt war era and I 
the postwar conversion years; 
ahead. ; 

Bell's most ringing challenge loi 
the Old Guard was delivered at 
Bethlehem on April 24, 1945 before] 
the Northampton Council of Re- j 
public. Women. The speech also j 
constituted his most open declara- 
tion of liberalism to date. It in- 
dicated he was in step with the ! 
times and fully conscious of what] 
Republicans would have to do if: 
they ever expect to regain their . 
National prestige. j 

In his Bethlehem speech lie out- j 
lined a ten-point program to cor-; 
reel the "weakness and mistakes! 
of (he party." i 

"It is about time that some of! 
our leaders thought more about ; 
the little fellow." he said. j 

As a start he proposed that in- j 
dusfry pay the highest possible 1 



wanes and adopt a liberal pension 
plan. 

Bell denounced Republican lead- 
ers for "doing nothing to correct" 
their faults and offered his plan 
as a "more constructive program 
for the future." 

The changes he proposed, BelV 
said, "would strengthen and im- 
prove the party machinery and 
result in an enlarged and more 
enthusiastic party." 

"I intend to press these sugges- 
tions until they are adopted or at 
least given more careful consid- 
cratica by the leaders of the Re- 
publican party. 

"Tlie Republican party should 
advocate that every industry and 
every corporation pay to its work- 
ing men and women the highest 
wages it can afford and should 
adopt a liberal pension plan 
wherever possible. Management, 
on the other hand, should have 
the sole right to manage the com- 
pany." 

Since this speech Bell's indepen- 
dent strength has grown. It was 
about that time he refused ap- 
pointment to the State Superior 
Court, an $18,000 a year job. which 
reportedly was offered him by the 
State leadership to relegate him 
to the political sidelines. 

Although some political circles 
say that Governor Martin is not 
interested in teaming up with Bell 
this year it will be recalled that 
the Governor had this to say on 
Bell's party leadership remarks: 

"I think we should all welcome 
new leadership. If Bell wants to 
take a crack at it: he's welcome to 
it. We would all welcome leader- 
ship of young men like Lt. Gov. 
Bell." 

In addition to any support he 
might command because of his lib- 
eral tendencies Bell has many 
friends throughout t h e entire 
Schuvlkill County. His stand on 
the anti-silt bill won the commen- 
dation of the Schuylkill Valley As- 
sociation in its campaign for a 
cleaner river. He could be counted 
upon to press for a rigid enforce- 
ment, of the anti-silt law. 

Bell is a descendant of an old 
Revolutionary family. His father 
was one of the outstanding leaders 
of tlie Philadelphia Bar and serv- 
ed with distinction as attorney 
general under Governor John K. 
Tener. 

As State Secretary of Banking 
Bell strengthened and improved, 
in the interest of four million de- 
positors, the banking structure of 
the Commonwealth. He is a grad- 
uate of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Bell was assistant city solicitor 
of Philadelphia from 1919 to 1922 
and assistant district attorney 
from 1922 to 1925. 

Bell's wife is the former Sarah 
Andrews Baker. They have five 
children. John G. Bell. Ill, was a 
sergeant in the United States 
Army.

"Such permits are an intru- 
sion," he said. "They have a 
tendency to break down tlie bar- 
riers to other such permits, and 
ultimately I lie real estate value is 
affected.

On October 1, 1944, after 
six years with the Community 
Health and Civic Association 
in Ardmore, Miss Ada Beer- 
stecher left her post as the 
association's executive secre- 
tary to work in Italy with the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration. 

Now, after more than a 
year, she is enroute to China 
to take up UNRRA work in 
that country. 

Miss Beerstecher returned to 
Ardmore three weeks ago for a 
short visit with her former co- 
workers and friends during her 
first leave in this country since 
going overseas. 

Prior to coming to Ardmore, 
Miss Beerstecher was supervisor 
of the Henry Street Public Health 
Nursing Agencies in New York and 
was also associated with the East 
Harlem Agency. 

A graduate of Johns Hopkins 
University, Miss Beerstecher re- 
ceived her masters degree in pub- 
lic health nursing from Columbia 
University. 

When she returned from her 
duties in Italy Miss Beerstecher 
reported to UNRRA in Washing- 
ton. When she goes to China at 
the conclusion of her leave she 
will be accompanied by Miss Ali- 
son MacBride, of Nutley, N. J., 
U. S. Public Health Service nurse, 
who was the other half of the 
first UNRRA nurse team in Italy. 
Wsar Captain's Bars 

Both Miss Beerstecher and Miss 
MacBride wear military uniforms 
with captain's bars on their shoul- 
ders in recognition of their over- 
seas' service. 

In her report to UNRRA offi- 
cials, Miss Beerstecher told how 
she found 500 men, women and 
children living in squalor and filth 
in eight caves on the outskirts of 
Naples. 

"Those caves were like human 
rat holes," she reported. "All of 
them were incubators of disease. 

"Soap is very scarce in Italy. 
The cave dwellers had practically 
none. Most of them were covered 
with scabies and other skin dis- 
eases."

In some parts of Italy hospi- 
tals, sanatoria and other health 
institutions had been razed com- 
pletely in the fighting and make- 
shift organizations had to be set 
up in schools and convents, she 
said. 

In other sections, where war 
had not struck so hard, UNRRA 
was faced with overcrowding, lack 
of medicines, supplies and trained 
personnel. Bed linens were badly 
wofti and there was a great short- 
age of gauze, cotton and other 
surgical dressings. 

Doctors in Rags 

"In some cases," Miss Beer- 
stecher declared, "we found doc- 
tors almost in rags, and mid- 
wives and nurses with their feet 
bound in canvas because they had 
no shoes. In one mental hospital 
we found the patients had no 
clothes at all." 

Italy's greatest immediate need 
at that time was for soap, she 
said. 

"Almost every health officer 
wanted a whole shipload of 
UNRRA soap for use in his own 
region," Miss Beerstecher related. 
"Scabies were prevalent, and of 
course a good washing is the first 
step in their treatment." 

Public health on the whole in 
Italy was seriouly affected dur- 
ing the war years, UNRRA health 
officials found. One of the worst 
problems was tuberculosis, whose 
mortality rate had doubled. 
Want New Drugs 

She said Italian doctors are 
crying for new drugs such as peni- 
cillin and the sulfas, which are 
now being shipped into Italy in 
substantial quantities. About 140 
tons of medical supplies were dis- 
tributed just before Miss Beer- 
stecher left Italy and 1,000 more 
are now being turned over to the 
Italian Government. 

"Under Mussolini there was al- 
most no medical progress in 
Italy," she said. "Very little print- 
ed material on medical discoveries 
and thinking in other parts of the 
world ever reached the average 
Italian doctor."

Zoning Gains Headway 
Pennsylvania 

Great progress has been made 
in the last two years in the pro- 
gram for community self-protec- 
tion and self-development made 
possible through the State's pro- 
gressive planning and zoning en- 
abling acts. Twenty-four Penn- 
sylvania cities are now operating 
under zoning ordinances and 
more than 3.541,000 people are 
now living in cities which enjoy 
zoning protection. Five other 
Pennsylvania cities are now en- 
gaged in drawing up zoning or- 
dinances. 

This form of municipal self- 
protection has become increas- 
ingly necessary in the past ten 
years to protect property values 
and to ensure that each commun- 
ity will provide proper areas for 
residence, business and industry, 
so that each of these important 
classes of land use can have their 
growth in the portion of the city 
most desirable for their needs and 
for the general public good. A 
period of residential and indus- 



trial expansion to which we all 
look forward over the coming 
years obviously requires that. 
every city with any concern for 
its future welfare shall have ready 
a carefully thought out city plan 
and a zoning ordinance based on 
that plan to guide its future 
growth. 

That this necessity is felt not 
only in our larger municipalities, 
but also in our smallest ones is 
shown by the fact that 68 Penn- 
sylvania boroughs and 21 first- 
class townships have also adopted 
zoning ordinances os that 4,255.- 
919 of the State's 6.586.877 urban 
residents, or 64.6 per cent of our 
urban total, live in communities 
which have zoning protection. 
Thirteen of the State's second- 
class townships also have zoning 
ordinances, all of them being lo- 
cated in the Southeast corner of 
the State, in Bucks, Chester, Del- 
aware. Lancaster and Montgom- 
ery Counties. Of all types of civil 
division, the boroughs have the 
most progressive record since 74.1 
per cent of all borough residents 
now live in zoned communities.

VA Can't Do For Vets 

Veterans who desert their wives 
and families, or run off with the 
"other woman," do so at their 
own risk and there is nothing the 
Veterans Administration can do 
about it, according to Miss Marg- 
aret R. Wellbank. contact, officer 
in the Philadelphia Regional Of- 
fice. 

Miss Wellbank listed a few oth- 
er Administration "no can do"

Section 800 goes on to read that 
"this sub-section shall not apply 
if it is shown that ... he is not 
participating in, or directly inter- 
ested in the labor dispute which 
causes the stoppage of work." 

The American Legion Commit- 
tee resolution states "that this 
section penalizes a veteran for 
exercising his constitutional right 
to belong to a labor union." 

Calling for the immediate adop- 
tion by Congress of both of Con- 
gressman Green's bills the reso- 
lution goes on to say, that vet- 
erans should be eligible for com- 
pensation "even though engaged 
in a labor dispute." 

The American Legion Head- 
quarters, other posts, districts and 
departments of the Legion are to 
receive copies of the resolution 
with the urgent request to endorse 
it.

It's not likely to result in open 
revolt, but it's no secret that Low- 
er Merion coaches are dissatisfied 
with the school directors' pro- 
nouncement regarding salary in- 
creases. 

Coaches plan an informal meet- 
ing to discuss the situation, and a 
request has been made to the 
State legal department at Hams- 
burg for a ruling on the interpre- 
tation of "extra curricular activi- 
ties." Under the existing school 
law, teachers must be paid for all 
overtime incurred in line of duty. 
Whether c o a c hinp activities 
come under that heading remains 
to be seen. If they don't, steps 
should be taken to change the 
code. Some provision should be 
made for men — and women — who 
have worked unstintingly for end- 
less hours after the regular school 
day, often without recognition. 

Lower Merion mentors, serving 
faithfully and well, have hoisted 
township teams to a respected 
place in every athletic endeavor. 
Some, particularly football and 
basketball coaches, are forced to 
accept abu.sp and uncomplimentary 
remarks offered by over-zealous 
; rooters. 

I That's not a purely local situ- 
ation: it's true of virtually every 
high school in the country. But 
it doesn't make the coaching bur- 
den any easier nnd even a sincere 
interest in school children's wel- 
fare and a real love of' the game 
can pale eventually. 

It's about time, especially in 
view of the fast-climbing cost 
of living, that the coaches re- 
ceive well-deserved rewards. 
♦ * • 

Philadelphia officials have been 
censured for just about every sin 
under the sun. and ofttimes justi- 
fiably. But authorities exhibited 
a sympathetic attitude toward 
Philadelphia coaches' recent plea 
for more money and. backed by 
! Superintendent of Schools Alex- 
ander J. Stoddard, met their de- 
mands. 

Last week, plans were announc- 
ed for a vastly expanded athletic 
i program. That's not likely to 
I happen here under the present set- 
up, unless tlie school directors' 
! threat to withhold the increments 
blackjacks- teachers into compli- 
ance. 

As one Lower Merion mentor ob- 
served following Inst week's an- 
nouncement, it was on overall im- 
provement for all teachers. Those 
who are content to head home- 
ward at 3 or 4 P. M. are just as 
well paid as coaches who must re- 
main and sweat and work and 
worry in preparation for future 
games. 

And the ruling v>laccs those who 
have served faithfully as conches 
In the awkward position of being 
obliged to remain on the job . . . 
Unless they wish to run the risk 
of losing promised pay boosts. 
If is. in a sense, a form of 
coolie labor. Perhaps the coach- 
es, comprising jonly about 10 per 
cent of Lower Morion's 300 
teachers, need to organize to 
(rain their just demands. 
In a sense, the future security 
and position of every coach in the 
suburban area is now at stake. If 
Lower Merion school directors now 
suceed in treating the coaching 
profession as mere menial labor, 
others in surrounding schools may 
suffer. 

We know of one teacher who is 
forced to drive a school bus to 
earn extra money. He is also a 
coach and his teams correspond- 
ingly suffer, despite his honest ef- 
forts. 

II. seems a nity and a shame 
that one of the nation's most 
wealthy townships is unable to 
recognize the real value of ath- 
letic coaches and of their ser- 
vice to the school. Coaching, 
aside from teaching history and 
English and plain geometry, is 
n profession in itself. And its 
members should be paid accord- 
ingly.
